SHAMOKIN SCARES L. M. BEFORE BOWIMG 

They've done it again! 

For the sixth time in 12 years the basketball pupils of 
Coach Bill Anderson at Lower Merion High School will com- 
pete in the championship final of the state PIAA tournament 
at the Palestra Saturday night. 

This year they'll have the rare privilege of defending their 
state crown, won last season in a titanic struggle with Duquesne 
High, against the challenge of Sharon High, surprise repre- 
sentative of the West. 

Sharon, incidentally, is the same school that climbed to 
the state crown at the expense of Lower Merion in the 1930 
PIAA final, which also was staged at the Palestra. It will mark 
the first time in the long, colorful history of the eliminations 
that the same schools have met twice in the climax game. 
Enthusiasm is at such a high peak here that a crowd of 10,000 
is expected. 
Shamokin, Berwick IlalUxl 

Lower Merlon, representing Dist- 
rict One for the lOth time, drove 
into tlie final round by outfighting 
a stubborn Shamokin team, 28-21. 
on Saturday, and nosing out a 
powerful Berwick quintet, 30-25, in 
Tuesdays Eastern regional cham- 
pionship game. Close to 7000 saw 
last week's battle and more than 
3500 turned out for the Tuesday 
strugelc. Both were played at the 
Palestra. 

SJiaron, District Ten king, cap- 
tured the Western regional cham- 
pionship by upsetting hitherto un- 
defeated Bradford High, of District 
Nine, 40-35, Tuesday at Pitlsbiugh, 
Sharon owed its victoi7 to a 29-15 
halftimc lead. Bradford had won 
24 in a row, had averaged 54 points 
a game and had been favored to 
annex the state title long before 
the ellrainaiiohs , got-s^ndenwjw. - - 

Gendall Reeves, assistant "Lower 
Merlon coach, scouted the Western 
final and returned home with the 
warning that L. M. "faces a very 
powerful team." He said that the 
Sharon team is rangy, very fast 
and uses a puzzling Iwo-lhrcc zone 
dcfen.se in which the front men 
rush the ball handlers well out in 
the court. Sharon has won 20 
games and lost four. At present 
the Westerners boa.st a winning 
streak of ten straight. 
'Andy' Still Moaning 

"We've never been up against 
surh a defense," groaned Coach 
Anderson in his usual optimistic 
manner. "And we're not u.sed to 
being rushed. 'Vou .saw what hap- 
pened against Shamokin when they 
rushed us. Bradford also used a 
zone in the Western final so we 
haven't any idea how Sliaron plays 
against man-to-man defense. 

"I guess we'll just have to do 
tile best we can. We're fortunate 
to be where wc are. I'm awfully 
happy wc reached the finals again. 
II would tc nice to win the state 
title two years in a row. Hazlcton's 
the only team that ever did it — but 
I suppose I'll be going back to my 
old role of Uic best rimncrsup 
coach in the business," concluded 
the famed L. M. tutor wiUi a wry 
grin. 

The present Lower Merion team 
doesn't pack the punch, isn't as 
smooth-working as some of Ander- 
son's previous title winners, but 
for courage and fight it's the equal 
of 'em all, Tliis was proven de- 
ci,sively in rough, give-and-take 
struggles with Shamokin and Ber- 
wick. 
Shamokin Creates Scare 

Shamokin didn't have a big team, 
bui it was fast and as aggressive 
and .scrappy as they come. It never 
gave up even though at one time 
in the third quarter the score was 
21-9 against it. At Uiis stage the 
up.staters switched to a pressing 
man-to-man defense, two players 
gnnglng up on a Lower Merion 
player Uic moment he got the ball. 
These unorthodox rushing tactics 
threw the Maroon off side and 
actually panicked the locals. 

The Greyhounds were quick to 
take advantage.

copy wliirh hp had thus far rpad 
to me. the distortion and fal-sili- 
calion of fact.s. the overemphasis 
of spiisational elements of pveiius 
at the expen.se of their Irup mpan- 
ings. and thP whole spirit of his 
trpatnient of the subject, was a 
flagrant violation of the agreement 
according to which I granied him 
the privilege of writing the article 
and gave him arcpss to my files. 

MeCardle ignored all of these 
protests, as well as my many re- 
quests to be furnished a ropy of 
what he had written. He apparent- 
ly did not know that srientifir 
method provides for taking care of 
all surh "funny busine.ss." H'" 
knows now. 

The record .shows that early in 
February, McCardlc w.as notified 
that unless he gave me a copy of 
what he had written, my attorne.vs 
would take appropriate action. On 
February 10th, he handed nip a spI 
of four articles in galley proof 
which he had obtained from the 
editor of the Saturday Evening 
Post, and which, he said, he had 
promised to return to the editor 
that same"'<jyt^noon. He told me 
that he had .sold the article and 
had not told the editor of his agree- 
ment W'ith me concerning approval 
before submitting the article for 
publication. 

The value of the galleys as evi- 
dence was so obvious tliat I refused 
to return them to MeCardle. In- 
stead. I had photostatic copies made 
of them after I had pasted on their 
first sheet a label reading: 

'E\'ei-y one of the twenty-eight 
('28 1 sheets of the.se galleys con- 
tains statements which are false 
and misleading and some of
